Dereas by an ancient Law and Statute of this Realm ,

is p2zovided, That no Fairs oz Markets be kept in Church 
yards , Nevertheleſs in the late times of Diſoꝛder, the Church- 
pard belonging to the Cathedzal of Saint Paul London , 
hath, contrary to the ſaid Statute, been made a Parket-place, 
and a Market there kept; Now Fozaſmuch as at a Common- 
Councell holden in the Chamber of the Gutld-hall London, 
the nineteenth day of October, in the thirteenth year of the 
happy and bleſſed reign ot our Sovereign Loꝛd CHARLES 
the Second, by the Gzace of God, of England, Scotland, France, 
and Ireland, Bing, Defender of the Faith, ac. that now is, 
Jt is o2dered by the right YDonourable the Lozd Matoz, 
and the right Woꝛchipkull the Aldermen, and the Commons 
of the City of London in the ſaid Common-Councell aſſem⸗ 
bled, That the ſaid Market be fozthwith removed, and no 
Market thencefozth kept in the ſaid Church - yard; And 
fo: the caſe and benefit of ſuch of his Maieſties Subiects with- 
in this City and Liberties, who have occaſion to ſell o2 bup 


Koctes, Hearbs, Fruit, oz other Garden commodities, two places onely, namely Bꝛoadſtreet and Al- 
derſgateſtreet London, are by the ſaid Common-Councel appointed foz a Market to ſell the ſame 
mares in; and that only on the Market dates, and times uſual within this City, and on no other dates 
oꝛ times: Theſe are therefoze to give Notice of the P2emilles , And in his Maieſties name ſkretghtly to 
charge and command, that no perſon oz perſons whoſoever reſoꝛting to this City with ſuch oꝛ any other 
wares, pzeſume to pitch down, o2 ſtand with any Roots, Dearbs, Fruits, oz any other Market Commo- 
dities, oꝛ Fteep any Market in the ſame Church-yard, And alſo that all ſuch perſons at any time here⸗ 


after reſoꝛting to this City oꝛ Liberties to ſell ſuch Garden commodities, do not pitch down oz ſtand 
with to ſell the ſame in any other place oz places within this City oz Liberties, ſaving only in the 


ſaid places of Bꝛoadſtreet and Alderſgateſtreet, upon pein that all and every ſuch perſon and perſons 
who ſhall offend againſt any the Pzemiſes, ſhall be; ſeverely dealt withall s puniſhed accoꝛding to Law.
